MCM vows tough opposition 


Jean Drapeau won his eighth term as mayor of Montreal Sunday 
night with 48 per cent of the popular vote, down 13 percent from the 
election four years ago. His Civic Party captured 39 of the 57 council 


seats. 


But the Montreal Citizens’ Move- 
ment (MCM) proved to be stiff 
opposition, taking I5 seats with their 
mayoralty candidate, Jean Doré, 
receiving 37 per cent of the popular 
vote. The Municipal Action Group 
(MAG) trailed with three seats and 
15 per cent of the popular vote for 
mayoralty candidate Henri-Paul 
Vignola. 

“Today isa memorable day for the 
Civic Party,” said Drapeau, 66, in 
his victory speech at City Hall. 


“We don’t run City Hall, they 
(Civic Party) do. But we hope we'll 
have the ability to control debates,” 
said Fainstat, who was re-elected in 
district 48 in NDG. 

Fainstat told an applauding crowd 
of 300 at the MCM headquarters in 
NDG that the party’s 15 seats are the 
stepping stone for complete power in 
Montreal. 

“Step two is in 1986,” he said. 

“In 1978, when I was the only one 
(MCM councillor) elected, we had a

“After so many years in power and 
so many difficulties to overcome, it’s 
no secret that in certain areas one 
could think that it was the end of the 
Civic Party ... but the people of 
Montreal have given us a very clear 
mandate. 

“The Civic Party will continue to 
provide a good administration for 
all Montrealers,” Drapeau said. 

Doré appeared optimistic, despite 
his loss in the riding of Octave 
Crémazie. 

“We have 15 members elected, 
probably the best opposition ever,” 
said Doré. “It’s a great victory.” 

When asked what kind of opposi- 
tion the MCM will be to the Civic 
Party at City Hall, Doré replied: 
“Take Michael Fainstat and multi- 
ply by 15.” 

MCM councillor Fainstat said the 
party will be an effective force at 
City Hall. 


big decision to make. We decided we 
would eliminate the contempt of the 
administration for the people and we 
have succeeded,” said Fainstat. 

The MCM took seven districts in 
the west end, with Samuel Boskey, 
Filippo Salvatore, Arnold Bennett, 
Marvin Rotrand, Hubert Simard and 
Abe Limonchik also winning for the 
party. Fainstat took 63 per cent of 
the vote in his riding, Confederation, 
up from 48 per cent in 1978. 

Fainstat expects little input from 
the three Municipal Action Group 
(MAG) councillors who were elec- 
ted, because “they’re absolutely use- 
less,” he said. “This is the end of 
MAG. MAG 1s finished.” 

Fainstat mentioned that because 
MAG received less than 20 per cent 
of the popular vote (they got 15), 
“they won’t get a nickel back” for 
campaign expenses. 

He said he was surprised that may-

oralty candidate Jean Doré was not 
elected in his riding. But he said 
Doré may be elected to City Hall 
when the new chairman for the 
Montreal Urban Community is nomi- 
nated. 

According to Fainstat, the next 
MUC chairman “will probably be a 
Montreal city councillor. He will 
have to step down as councillor and 


there will be a by-election. 

“We are going to put the whole 
machine behind him,” he said. 

Arnold Bennett, MCM candidate 
in the NDG riding and outspoken 
defender of tenants’ rights, will also 
be sitting on council. 

Vignola, who lost in the Saint-

‘No change in administration, says Drapeau 


There will be no change in the 
administration of the city, a jubilant 
Jean Drapeau told supporters after 
the election Sunday night. 

He described the Civic Party’s 
performance as a “crushing major- 
ity” and called it a “victory as a 
whole and a victory for democracy.” 

Drapeau was elected for his eighth 
term as mayor, although his party 
lost 13 seats on council, winning 39 
of 57 seats. Three new seats were 
added to the council with the annexa- 
tion of Pointe aux Trembles to the 
city of Montreal. 

Campaign manager and executive 
committee member Pierre Lorange 
said he was pleased with the high 
voter turnout, and predicted it would 
help the Civic Party’s chances. 


As the night went on and polls 
began to report, Drapeau sat in his 
east-end headquarters with Lorange, 
quietly watching the returns on 
television. 

By 8:20 it was clear that Drapeau 
had won with a sizeable majority. It 
was also clear that a number of pro- 
minent Civic Party councillors such 
as Justine Sentenne, Gerry Snyder 
and Sid Stevens had been defeated. 

Drapeau said he was saddened to 
hear of the defeat of a number of his 
councillors, and that he would be 
facing an opposition that was “less 
considerable” than in 1974 when the 
Montreal Citizens Movement 
(MCM) took 18 seats. 

Drapeau said he will name replace- 
ments for Justine Sentenne and 


Gerry Snyder on the executive com- 
mittee before city council meets next 
month. 

Defeated Civic Party councillor 
Sid Stevens said that according to 
city tradition the two replacements 
Drapeau will pick will be an anglo- 
phone and a woman. Pierre Lorange 
declined to speculate on whom Dra- 
peau would choose to replace the 
defeated councillors. 

Stevens suggested that many of 
his consitituents may have felt he 
would be re-elected easily and so did 
not bother to vote. He said he will be 
even more active in the future and 
did not rule out another election bid. 

He said the election of more oppo- 
sition members will have an effect on 
the Civic Party administration and 


city council will become more vocal. 
However, Stevens said the opposi- 
tion will have to adjust to the style of 
the Civic Party. 

Drapeau said he will be back at 
work in City Hall on Monday morn- 
ing and will not continue his recupe- 
ration from the stroke he suffered in 
late summer. 


“While the pressure is on and 
there is work to do,” he said, “I will 
continue to work.” 


Pierre Lorange ruled out the pos- 
sibility that there was a sympathy 
vote for Drapeau. “I think Mr. Dra- 
peau is an exceptional leader,” he 
said, “and Montrealers have voted 
for him and the team.” 


Doré defeated 
but not down; 
will be visible 


Four hundred supporters and 
well-wishers of the Montreal Citi- 
zens’ Movement (MCM) gathered in 
a rented hall on Viger Street to cel- 
ebrate the election Sunday of 15 of 
their candidates to city council. 

The party’s only disappointment 
was that Jean Doré was defeated, 
not only in the mayoralty race, but 
as a candidate for city councillor. 
According to Doré, the voters in his 
district didn’t understand that he 
was running as city councillor as well 
as for mayor. 

“People in my district voted for 
me as mayor,” said Doré. “I beat 
Drapeau by 50 votes. But they voted 
in Gagnon-Laroque (the Civic Party 
incumbent) as councillor.” 

Even though he was not elected to 
City Hall, Doré promised to be “vis- 
ible, present and active” in munici- 
pal politics. 

Most of the newly elected MCM 
councillors expressed a wish to see 
Doré on city council. They said they 
will try to find a position for him, 
although they can’t agree on how 
they will manage it. 

“Doré wasn’t elected but we will 
find hima first-rate place because he 
is the MCM’s real leader,” said 
Robert Perrault, MCM councillor 
for district 33, Laurier. 

The biggest upset was Michel 
Prescott’s winning of Sid Steven’s 
seat in district 34, Jeanne Mance. “It 
reflects a big change of opinion 
among the people,” Prescott said. 

Another surprise occurred in dis- 
trict 50, Snowdon, where Gerry 
Snyder lost by a two-to-one margin 
to MCM Candidate Marvin 
Rotrand. 

In N.D.G. the MCM won all four 
seats, upsetting the Civic Party’s 
hopes for support from the west end.

MAG Continues To Block City Hall Change 


Mayor Jean Drapeau and the Civic Party have 
secured yet another four-year term at City Hall. Dra- 
peau’s re-election comes as no surprise but the defeat 
of two of his executive committee members and the 
loss of the west-end to the Montreal Citizens’ Move- 
ment (MCM) must surely have him wondering if he 
really is the vox populi he claims to be. 

As muchas this year’s election can be called a partial 
success for the MCM, it must be painfully obvious to 
everyone at MCM and the Municipal Action Group 
(MAG) that they have succeeded at only one thing: 
splitting the combined opposition vote against the 
Civic Party. 

Jean Doré, MCM’s mayoralty candidate, most 
likely would have beaten Drapeau if he had not been 
opposed by Henri-Paul Vignola and MAG. Drapeau 
only managed to take 48 per cent of the vote yesterday, 
the first time he has received less than 50 per cent. 

Earlier this year, MAG and MCM attempted to 
forge an alliance that would yield a consensus on the 
mayoralty candidate and which party was going to run 
in each district. After months of bickering, pettiness 
and infighting over minuscule differences in party 
ideology, the coalition crumbled before it even faced 
the ballot. 

The absorption of MAG by the MCM is the only 
possible solution to Drapeau’s dictatorial reign in 
Montreal. 

The veteran Drapeau recognized this potential 
threat and decided the best way to remain in power was 
to let the two opposition parties destroy each other. 

And unfortunately for democracy in Montreal, 


that’s exactly what happened. 

This year, 52 per cent of the people voted against 
Drapeau. 

If this voice of discontent could have been chan- 
nelled towards the only viable alternative, Jean Doré, 
Montreal would have stood a chance to emerge from 
its stagnant economic state. 

Instead we are stuck with a man who refuses to 
account for the $1 billion Olympic deficit, the man 
whose executive committee has been plagued by 
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conflict-of-interest scandals and the man who has kept 
the doors of City Hall locked for the past 25 years. 

These recessionary times demand the special atten- 
tion to economic conditions as proposed by the MCM 
team. 

Montreal needs a mayor that will make personal 
interventions to forestall head-office departures or 
shut-downs. 

We need a mayor that will nurture Montreal’s multi- 
ethnic nature by lobbying for amendments to Bill 101 


to allow the use of languages other than French in 
public advertisements. 

Unfortunately, the man most qualified to do the job, 
Jean Doré, was defeated in his mayoralty bid and in his 
Octave-Crémazie riding. But he is far from out. 

Doré will.continue to work on the MCM executive 
and will surely run in the first available by-election. 

Vignola and MAG, on the other hand, are destined 
to go the route of all journey-men politicians: oblivion 
and obscurity. 

It is a shame that Vignola did not get elected in his 
riding though. Both he and Doré would have been 
competent critics of the Drapeau administration. 

Instead, we will have to be content with the infusion 
of 16 new members to city council, 14 from MCM and 
two from MAG who will provide the Civic Party with 
its first formidable opposition in eight years. 

For the past four years, councillors Michael Fain- 
stat and Nick Auf der Maur have been the sole opposi- 
tion at City Hall. During that time, Drapeau and exec- 
utive committee chairman Yvon Lamarre have been 
able to manipulate city council as a rubber stamp for 
all the municipal legislation they presented. 

But now, in the words of Jean Doré, the people of 
Montreal have stood up to give the first real opposition 
to Mayor Drapeau. 

We can only hope that in 1986 the people will stand 
taller. And in the interim we can hope that MAG 
buries the proverbial hatchet and co-operates with 
MCM in their opposition role. Failure to do so will 
only hasten the eventual demise of both parties and 
guarantee the Civic Party’s re-election.

for N.D.G.,” said Arnold Bennett, 
who beat Civic Party incumbent 
Justine Sentenne. 

The victory was all the sweeter for 
the MCM because of the Municipal 
Action Group’s poor performance at 
the polls. 

“The results show that the MCM 
did not need MAG at all,” said 
MCM president Jean Roy, elected in 
district 39. “We did the work, we had 
a program, we had people.” 

Door-to-door campaigning 
worked. well for MCM candidate 
Abe Limonchik, who beat. MAG’s 
high-profile candidate, Robert Kea- 
ton, in district 51, Cote-des-Neiges. 

But the outcome wasn’t certain in 


all districts. “We didn’t know what 
to expect from MAG—they’re spoil- 
ers,” said John Gardiner, who called 
MAG?’s platform a “TV Dinner pro- 
gram”. Gardiner won in district 40, 
Ville-Marie, against Mona Forrest, 
who had been expected to do well in 
the election. 


In district 52, Darlington, Hubert 
Simard was surprised at his win. 
“We were expecting anything to 
happen,” he said. “We were plea- 
santly surprised by the outcome. We 
had to take it vote by vote.” 


The only MCM candidate elected 
in the north-east part of town was 
André Bethelet in district 29, Jarry.

Sulpice riding, said that although his 
party’s program was “very coherent 
and sound,” he was “terribly disap- 
pointed” with MAG’s percentage of 
the popular vote. He said the two 
opposition parties should have col- 
laborated before the election. 

At MAG headquarters, in a brief 
and sombre speech, Vignola said he 
would take a few weeks to decide 
what direction his party would take. 

Vignola told reporters that poor 
media coverage was one of the main 
factors behind the defeat. 

“I’m terribly disappointed we 
didn’t get any more votes,” said Nick 
Auf der Maur, MAG founding 
member and re-elected councillor in 
the Peter McGill riding. 

“We didn’t run as in-depth an anal- 
ysis as the MCM,” he said. “In terms 
PAGE 2 


of the results, you could say that had 
we beena single party, we could have 
won the whole thing. 

“We deserved to do far better,” 
Auf der Maur said. “We've become a 
close team.” 

Big upsets for the Civic Party were 
the loss of former city councillors 
Sid Stevens, Justine Sentenne, who 
was also onthe MUC executive, and 
25-year veteran Gerry Snyder. 

“| felt that we did our best in that 
area,” said Snyder. “But the trend in 
the west has been against us.” 

The Civic Party captured most of 
the south and east districts in Mont- 
real. 

The Civic Party and the MCM ran 
neck-and-neck in the central dis- 
tricts, capturing 37 and 36 per cent of 
the popular vote respectively.

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Voters hope MCM results 
will ‘democratize’ City Hall 


There were varied reactions to the out- 
come of the Nov. 14 municipal elections 
from Concordia faculty members and the 
public. 

Kate Bindon, principal of the Concordia 
School of Community and Public Affairs, 
was pleasantly surprised at the extent of the 
Montreal Citizens’ Movement’s success at 
the polls. 

“I think it’s terrific,” she said. “I’m really 
excited about MCM’s showing.” 

Allan Butler, chairman of the Protestant 
School Board of Greater Montreal, was cyn- 
ical about the MCM’s chances of changing 
the way Montreal is administered. 

“I’m not surprised at all that democracy 
raised its head,” he said “but 18 seats aren’t 
going to make a difference.” 

Andy Melamed from the Urban Studies 
Department at Concordia and a co-ordinator 
for the MCM in_N.D.G. doesn’t share 
Butler’s pessimism. 

“| never dreamed that we’d make it like 
this,” he said. “We did not have an anti- 
platform program, but acomplete platform.” 

Malamed discounted the idea that the 
MCM was simply an opposition group 
shooting down the Civic Paty’s plans with- 
out offering alternatives. 

Melamed. was critical of the platform 
MAG campaigned on. 

“The MAG platform was picked from the 
MCM platform which was a very complete 
one,” he said. 

Guy Lecavalier of Concordia’s Sociology 
Department said he expected Drapeau to be 
re-elected. 


“I'm not too surprised with the main 
results,” he said. “The most surprising result 
was the success of the MCM.” 

Lecavalier is not overly optimistic about 
the powers the MCM will yield in the next 
four years. He described the MCM’s pres- 
ence in City Hall as “simply a voice...no 
more than that,” but acknowledged “there 
will be changes in terms of expressing 
opinions.” 

Don Taddeo, Dean of Division 1, Arts 
and Science thinks the MCM’s showing at 
the polls is “a healthy move toward demo- 
cratizing municipal politics in Montreal.” 

Taddeo was surprised at the extent of the 
MCM'’s success. 

“I think the message now is the Civic Party 
will have to clean up its act,” he said. 

Graeme Decarie of Concordia’s History 
Department is not confident the MCM will 
be able to bring about change despite the 
number of seats they won. 

“They won’t be able to effect change,” he 
said “not without bringing out absolute 
chaos.” 

And as for Drapeau? 

“I don’t think he’s going to change his 
style,” Decarie said. “He has no reason to. 
We have the same old Drapeau back.” 

Not all Montrealers wee interested in the 
municipal election. 

“I don’t have any impressions of the 
result’s of tonight’s election,” Liberal MNA 
for N.D.G. Reed Scowen said. “I’ve got too 
big a job defeating the Parti Quebecois right 
now.” 


Best election coverage 
on CJAD and CBC radio 


For early election results, French Mont- 
realers had the luxury of radio and television 
election coverage, while English Montreal- 
ers could only tune in to their favorite radio 
station. 

CBC 940 and CFCF got the ball rolling 
with election coverage starting at 7 p.m. (poll 
closing), while CJAD’s coverage commenced 
at 7:30 p.m. 

CBC took advantage of their half-hour 
lead to profile individual candidates and dis- 
tricts with expert analysts Mare Raboy and 
Jean Hebert. Anchorman Denis Trudeau 
linked the experts with reporters at party 
headquarters and City Hall. 

With the exception of CJAD, all stations 
relied on computer links to provide election 
tallies. 

There was no fancy computer system to 
tally up the votes or specialists brought in to 
analyze the results, but the team from CJAD 
still managed to deliver a fairly accurate and 
interesting report. 

Runners took the place of computers that 
were used in the station’s °78 election cover- 
age, but were too expensive to use this time, 
and run they did. 

City Hall reporters Malcolm Bernard, Stu 
Mclsaac and Steve Kowch were barely able 
to keep up with the flood of results coming in 
from 7:45 until shortly after 10 p.m. when 
Jean Drapeau was formally declared mayor 
of Montreal for his seventh consecutive 
term. 

Kowch accurately predicted that 10 to 15 
seats would be occupied by opposition coun- 
cillors - most of them from the N.D.G. and 
Snowdon areas. By 8:30 p.m. the MCM had 
already won in five districts and was leading 
the Civic Party in five more. 

But the two-and-a-half hour broadcast 
was not without flaws. 

Most of an interview with MCM mayor- 
alty candidate Jean Doré was lost due to an 
audio malfunction, and Civic Party incum- 
bent Yvon Lamarre was repeatedly reported 


to be losing in his district of Sait Paul, to the 
MCM’s Danielle Desmarais, before they 
apologized for misreading the results and 
corrected themselves. Lamarre had led all 
along. 

Insightful commentary from analyst L. 
lan McDonald of The Gazette, highlighted 
CFCF’s radio coverage. However, CFT M’s 
guest analyst dabbled in needless predictions. 

At 8:05, one analyst at CFTM confidently 
predicted the return of Mayor Drapeau to 
Montreal City Hall, even though less than 
three per cent of the votes were counted. 

And on one occasion, CFCF predicted 
MAG candidate Nick Auf der Maur as 
“going down to defeat” at 8:30 p.m. with 36 
per cent of the vote, as compared to the Civic 
Party’s André Rousseau with 46 per cent of 
the vote. Final results showed Auf der Maur 
had captured 45 per cent of the vote to retain 
his council seat in Peter McGill. 

English television coverage, which began 
at 10 p.m. at CFCF and 9:30 p.m. at CBC, 
was anti-climactic because Jean Drapeau 
and his Civic Party were already celebrating 
their victory and Henri-Paul Vignola was 
lamenting his defeat. 

French viewers had CFTM election cov- 
erage this year, without computer foul-ups. 

CFITM recovered what little credibility 
they had lost in their coverage of the last 
provincial elections. 

At that time, CFTM’s sophisticated com- 
puter hook-up had Claude Ryan’s Liberal 
Party comfortably ahead of the Parti- 
Quebecois, even though it was clear that the 
PQ had returned to power. 

Radio Canada’s election coverage was 
disappointing; it ended before the final 
results were in. 

Overall, electronic media coverage attemp- 
ted to put some life into an election where the 
results were foregone conclusions. 

It seems radio succeeded where television 
failed.

Incumbent councillors Carmen G Millette 
(Louis Riel) and Nicole Gagnon-Larouge 
(Cremazie) retained their seats. Newcomer 
Jocelyne Ménard took her riding of de 
Villeray. 


There were 29 women candidates inall: 13 
MAG, II MCM, four Civic Party and one 
independent. 

In the 1978 election, there were 23 women 
candidates and three were elected. All three 
were also members of the Civic Party.

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Dejected Vignola gropes for answers after Sunday’s election when 
he received 15 per cent of the popular vote as MAG’s mayoralty 
candidate. The party won three seats on council. 


Thrill of Victory... and the 


Beer and wine 
flows during 
Gardiner party 


John Gardiner of the Montreal 
Citizens Movement (MCM) cele- 
brated victory with supporters in a 
downtown bar Sunday night that 
had all the makings of a New Years 
Eve party. 

The beer and the wine flowed as 
party members toasted Gardiner 
who took 53 per cent of the vote in 
district 40 (Ville Marie). 

The councillor joked with the 
crowd, chatted with all and distrib- 
uted flowers from a bouquet given to 
him by an admirer. 

As the victory celebration cli- 
maxed, Gardiner jumped ona stage 
and shouted, “tomorrow we fight 
and the day after we fight some 
more, but tonight we party.” 

The festive mood was only slightly 
dampened by the fact that MCM 
mayoralty candidate was defeated in 
his bid to upset incumbent Jean 
Drapeau. But Gardiner would not 
let it affect his party. 

“Jean Doré may not havea seat in 
council but he will be present at all 
council meetings and remain an 
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integral part of the MCM,” he said. 

Ville-Maire incumbent Joffre 
Laporte of the Civic Party got 31 per 
cent of the vote in a riding where 
campaigning focused mainly on 
housing, traffic and recreation space

issues. 

The remaining vote was split be- 
tween Mona Forrest of the Munici- 
pal Action Group and independent 
Kenneth Cheung. Cheung was the 
first Chinese Canadian to run for 
municipal office in Montreal. 

The victorious Gardiner spent 
much of the evening praising party 
workers and the MCM. “We're eight 
years old, getting better all the time 
and I'll be around for a long time,” 
he said repeatedly. 


Despite his defeat in Sun- 
day’s election, a dejected 
Henri-Paul Vignola told 
supporters and journalists 
gathered at the Municipal 
Action Group (MAG) head- 
quarters that their program 
was “the only one that would 
have had some effect in City 
Hall.” 

Vignola said he was pro- 
foundly disappointed that 
he had not received more 
support from voters. He felt 
MAG’s message did not get 
through to citizens. 

He said he respected the 
democratic vote and the 
people’s choice. He congrat- 
ulated Mayor Drapeau on 
his victory. 

Vignola said it was prob- 
ably a tactical error for 
MAG not to have joined 
forces with the Montreal 
Citizens’ Movement in the 
fight against Drapeau’s Civic 
Party. However, he said this 
decision had been made 
before he was asked to runas 
the mayoralty candidate. 

Vignola praised candidates 
and party workers for their 
hard work and enthusiasm. 

“T thank the well-wishers 
and the thousands of sympa- 
thizers,” Vignola said. 

He said he will take a few 
weeks before deciding what 
his plans will be. 

Vignola said the campaign 
had been an enriching ex- 
perience and that he had 
learned a great deal. 


Cheung’s 


attempt 
falls short 


Kenneth Cheung, the first Chinese 
ever to run for public office in the 
province of Quebec, lost in his bid 
for aseat on the Montreal municipal 
council yesterday, winning 56 votes 
votes, or 3 per cent of the total, as an 
independent candidate for District 
40. 

John Gardiner of the MCM cap- 
tured the seat with 53 per cent of the 
vote. 

Cheung, surrounded by family 
and friends in his small office in Chi- 
natown, reacted to the news with a 
tight smile, and attributed his defeat 
to inexperience and late cam- 
paigning. 

“I should have started earlier,” he 
said, referring to his campaign which 
began on Oct. 12. “One month is not 
enough to make my message clear to 
the people.” 

A former school principal and 
now a real estate broker, Cheung’s 
campaign organization was shaky; 
his political machine consisted of six 
volunteers (one of them his | I-year- 
old son) who worked part-time dur- 


Civic Party’s ‘target’ 


It wasn’t until 9:27 Sunday night 
that Nick Auf der Maur breathed a 
sigh of relief and started to accept 
the handshakes and kisses offered 
him. Up until then, the atmosphere 
had been tense, with Auf der Maur 
pacing around and chain-smoking 
his Gitane cigarettes. 


It was a tougher election than Auf 
der Maur had expected. Party mem- 
bers claimed that he had been tar- 
geted by the Civic Party although he 
did not use those exact words. 


Auf der Maur pointed out that the 
sidewalk outside his campaign head- 
quarters had been ripped up for no 
reason and that Jean Drapeau cam- 
paigned in his district on the last four 
days for Civic Party candidate André 
Rousseau. 


“He was right down there on the 
corner of St. Catherine”, shaking 
hands with anybody he could find 
and telling them what a great candi- 
date Rousseau was,” said one party 
member. 


Auf der Maur and Drapeau have 
been at odds ever since Auf der 
Maur wrote a book on the 1976 
Olympics hoping to bring about a 
judicial inquiry into the amount of 
money that was spent. 

Auf der Maur, a councillor since 
1974, represents the Peter McGill 
district which stretches from Univer- 
sity to Atwater between Dr. Penfield 
and St. Antoine. 

He entered politics in the early 
1960s when he was writing for “The 
Last Post,” a monthly political mag- 
azine. He went on to found MCM 
and then left to form MAG, with 
hopes that it would have a more 
“centrist” political line.

ing the campaign. 

“They were willing to work,” said 
Cheung, “but there was so much to 
learn about conducting a campaign— 
even about simple things like where 
to distribute pamphlets and how to 
use the media—that it was an impos- 
sible job to do in one month.”

One problem he hopes to deal 
with is constant complaints from 
inhabitants of the district who resent 
the amount of dog droppings on the 
sidewalks. “I don’t getany more calls 
about that than I would concerning 
some of the other issues,” said Auf 
der Maur, but he still feels some- 
thing should be done. One idea is to 
create dog runs in the parks. 


Another issue is stopping devel- 
opers from buying up old rooming 
houses, renovating them, and selling 
them as condominiums, presenting 
problems to elderly citizens and the 
large student population who inhabit 
the houses now. 


“It’s going to be hard,” said one of 
the party members. “The Civic Party 
has a strong influence in the com- 
munity and Nick has met up witha 
lot of opposition.”

port during the campaign, as well as 
some constructive criticism. 

According to his wife, Matilda, 
their 11-year-old son Douglas is the 
family’s political analyst. When 
Douglas isn’t following the latest 
details of power struggles in the 
Kremlin or thumbing through Das 
Kapital or The Right of Man, he 
takes time out to assess his father’s 
political performance.

Cheung’s message was one of eco- 
nomic revitalization for downtown 
Montreal and encouragement of 
residential development in his dis- 
trict, a message he maintains cannot 
be carried by a party politician. 

“Party members have to adhere to 
party lines,” he said, “A solution that 
is good in one district is not necessar- 
ily good in another.” 

For the time being, Cheung is dig- 
esting the lessons learned from the 
campaign of ’82, but said he'll seek 
the advice of his friends and devote a 
great deal of thought before deciding 
to run again.
